Messrs. Gross 
and Smart are confident that they 
could be so arranged as to be not at 
all objectionable. 
They admit that 


il would be better to put the wires 
under ground, but this matter was 
investigated several years ago by the 
telephone company and was found 
to be quite an expensive proposition, 
so the matter was dropped at that 
time.

BONDING COUNTIES TO 


SOLVE ROAD PROBLEM 


There is much discussion these 


days as to a possible solution of the 
good roads problem in the state of 
Wisconsin. 
Everybody who travels 


over our roads admits that we need 
better ones than we have at the pres- 
ent time, but how to get them so that 
the present generation may make 
some use of them is the problem that 
is confronting the 
community 
at 


large. 


We are spending plenty of money 


at the present time for the building 
of roads, more in fact, than ever be- 
fore, but anybody .who has put any 
thought on the matter realizes that 
at the present rate of building the 
roads that are being built at the pres- 
ent time will be worn out and for- 
gotten long before the last of them 
are started. A few years hence, un- 
der the present system, there will be 
patches of road all. over the county 
in every conceivable state of repair; 
some in flue shape, some a few years 
old and not so good, and other little 
stretches that were good once but 
have fallen into disrepair that is 
really worse than if they had never 
been built. 
—-- 
. 
.. - 


There are a number thruout the 


state who are favoring the bonding 
of the county for the building of 
roads, so that when they are put in 
the whole county will be fixed out at 
one time, or within a few years, and 
.the selling of the bonds will allow 
the people to pay for the improve- 
ment a little at a time. ' 
~ 


Of course, the present system has 


done a great deal to improve the con- 
dition of the roads in the county, 
and no doubt it will continue to do 
so, but it is not filling the bill as. de- 
manded by the general public. 
The 


demand now is for a road that can 
be .used at any time of the year, and 
not one that can be whipped into 
shape about the first of June, pro- 
vided the weather is favorable, and 
which will go out of use again the 
first of November or earlier, in ac- 
cordance with the weather condi- 
tions. 


If the saving to be gained by the 


use of good roads is anything like 
what the statisticans tell us it is, the 
bonding of a county for this purpose 
would prove a saying rather than an; 
expense, and in the end the commun- 
ity would be many dollars to the 
•ood.

in the couu/try cannot cast his vote at 
the coming election. In past years 
voters who were called away from 
home on business matters were un- 
able to vote, but this year provisions 
have been made, which are easy to 
comply with, whereby every man who 
has a vote can cast it for his favorite 
candidates, even if he • is thousands 
of miles -from his home. 


The following information has been 


taken- from the election laws for the 
benefit of our readers, and we re- 
quest everyone who may be out of 
town on election day to read the in- 
formation closely. 


How to A^ote by Mail. 


There is upon the statute books of 


Wisconsin a law relating- to elections 
which is of prime importance to the 
railroad man, the traveling man and 
all others whose vocations may,make 
it necessary to be absent from their 
election ..pjjs^inct upon election days. 
This law is known as the "Absent 
Voting" law, and provides a means 
whereby the man who is absent from 
his home precinct on election day 
may cast his ballot by mail and have 
It counted the same as though he 
went to the polls on election day. 


This pamphlet is published for the 


purpose of explaining the workings 
of this law, and to slate it in its sim- 
plest form. 


Who May Vote by Mial. 


Any qualified elector in Wisconsin 


who has been duly registered whose 
business compels him to^.be absent 
from his home precinct on election 
day or who. expects to be absent 
on election day may vote by mail. 


How It Is Done. 


Any voter expecting1 to be ab- 


sent from his home county on elec- 
tion day may make application to 
'vote by mail any time within fifteen 
days prior'to election and not less 
than three days, prior to election. 
(At.the general'election of 1916, that 
wourd be any time between Monday, 
October 23rd, aud Saturday, Npvem-'j 
ber 4th).. 


Application to vote"by mail must 


be made in person any time be- 
tween these dates to the county clerk 
ot"tlie county, or the clerk of the city, 
village or town as the case may be. 


The official to whom application is 


njade will furnish tbe voter with a 
biank form which he must fill out 
and return to the official 'not- more 
than .ten days prior nor less than 
three days -prior to the election. 


The official to whom application is1 


made will then.hand or mail to the 
voter the official election ballots, to- 
gether with an official envelope, upon 
the back of which is a printed affi- 
davit form. 


The voter will then appear before 


an officer authorized by law to ad- 
minister oaths (if the voter in person 
makes application of the county, city, 
village or town clerk that pfflcla'l is 
usually an officer authorized to ad- 
minister oaths j otherwise, the voter 
may appear before- any judge, justice 
of the peace or.notary public). . 


The voter will, when he appears in 


the presence of any of: the above offi- 
cials to-make affidavit, .'first, exhibit 
the official ballots he. has received 
unmarked; he willthen in the pres- 
ence of the official mark the ballot as 
he desires to vote them, but in sucli 
m, aimer that the officer cannot see his 
vote. The voter will then fold his 
ballot so that the officer cannot see 
his vote and deposit it, together with 
any unused portion of the ballots, in: 
the envelope .bearing- the affidavit 
blank and securely seal the envelope. 


The. voter will, then "subscribe . to 


the.aHdavit and have it sworn to by 
the officer. 


The voter .may then either deliver 


the envelope'containing his marked 
ballots in person to the officer..who 
issued the ballots or he may mail it 
to that officer, in which case it.must 
be sent by registei-ed moll,'postage 
prepaid; 
' 


The marked ballots / must be re- 


turned in person or mailed to the offi- 
cer in the manner above, not later 
than three days prior to the election. 
In the case of the November, 1916, 
election _not .later than Saturday, 
November 4th,

SOLVE HO AD PROBLlfliVf 


There is much discussion these 


day,s as to a possible solution of the 
good roads problem In the. state of 
Wisconsin. 
Everybody who travels 


over our roads admits that wo need 
better ones than wo have at the pres- 
ent Lime, .but how to get them so that 
(.he present generation may make 
some Lise of them Is the problem that 
is confronting the 
community 
at 


large. 


We are spending plenty of money 


nt tho present time for the building 
of roads, more in fact, than ever be- 
fore, but anybody -who has put any 
thought on the matter realizes that 
at the present rate of building tho 
roads that are being built at the pres- 
ent time will bo worn out and for- 
gotten long before the last of them 
are started. 
A few years hence, un- 


der the present system, there will be 
patches of road all. over the county 
in every conceivable state of repair; 
some in fine shape, some a few years 
old and not so good, and other little 
stretches that wore good once but 
have fallen into disrepair that is 
really worse -than if they had never 
been built.

There are a number thruout the 


state who are favoring the bonding 
of the county for the building of 
roads, so that when they-are put in 
the whole county will be fixed out at 
one time, or within a few years, and 
.the selling of the bonds will allow 
the people to pay for the improve- 
ment a little at a time, ' 


Of course, tho present system has 


done a great deal to improve tho con- 
dition of the roads in. the county, 
and no doubt it will continue to do 
so, but it Is not filling the bill as.de- 
mandod by the general public. The 
jdemaud now is for a road that can 
be used at any time of the yoar, and 
not one that can be whipped into 
shape about the first of June, pro- 
vided the weather is favorable, and 
which w.il'1 go out of use again the 
first of November or earlier, in ac- 
cordance with 'the weather condi- 
tions. 


If the saving to be gained by the 


use of good roads Is anything like 
what the statisticans tell us it is, the 
bonding of a county for this purpose 
would prove a saying rather than an: 
expense, and In the end the commun- 
ity would bo many dollars to the 
good.

in the country cannot cast his vote at 
the coming election. 
In past years 


voters who were called away from 
home on business matters were un- 
able to vote, but this year provisions 
have been made, which are easy to 
comply with, whereby every man who 
has a vote can cast it for his favorite 
candidates, even if lie-is thousands 
of miles'from his home. 


Tho following information has been 


taken-from the election laws for the 
benefit of our readers, and we re- 
quest everyone who may bo out of 
town on election day to read the in- 
formation closely. 


How to Vote by Mail. 


There is upon the statute books of 


Wisconsin a law relating to elections 
which is of prime importance to the 
railroad man, the traveling man and 
all others whose vocations may\make 
it necessary to be absent from their 
election ..pa^inct upon election days. 
This law is known as" the""'Ahsc»t' 
Voting" law, and provides a means 
whereby the man who is absent from 
his homo precinct on election day 
may cast bis ballot by mail aud have 
it counted the same as though he 
went to the polls on election day. 


This pamphlet is published for the 


purpose o£ explaining the workings 
of this law, and to state it in its sim- 
plest form. 
- 
. 


Who May Vote by 'Mini. 


Any qualified elector in Wisconsin 


who has been duly registered whose 
business compels him to^..be absent 
from his home precinct on election 
day or who. expects to be absent 
ou election day may vote by mail. 


How It Is Done, 


Any voter expcc(;i.n# to be ab- 


sent from his home county on elec- 
tion day may make application to 
•vote by mall any time within fifteen 
days prior'to election and not less 
than three .days, prior to election. 
(At.the general-election.of 1916, that 
wourtl bo any time between Monday, 
October 23rd, and Saturday, Novem- 
ber 4th)... 


Application to vote"by mail must 


be made tn person any time be- 
tw'een these dates to the county clerk 
oj.'"tlie county.or the clerk of the city, 
village or town as the case.may be. 


. The official to whom application is 


iriarte will furnish the voter with a 
blank form which he must fill out 
and return to the official not more 
•than .'ten. days prior nor less than 
•three days -prior to the election. 
• . 


' The official to whom application is1 
made will then hand or mail to the 
voter the official election ballots, to- 
gether with an official envelope upon 
the back of which is a printed affi- 
davit form. 


i The voter will then appear before 


an officer authorized by law to ad- 
minister oaths (if the'voter in person 
makes.application of the county, city, 
village or town clerk that official is 
usually an officer authorized- to ad- 
minister .oaths) otherwise, the voter 
may appear before.any judge, justice 
of the peace or,notary public). . 
• The voter will, when he appears in 
the presence of any of tho above offi- 
cials to-make affidavit, /first.-exhibit 
the, official ballots he has received 
uiuniii'kedfhe will then in the pres- 
ence of the official, mark the ballot as 
he desires .to vote them, but in such 
manner'that the offlcea- cannot see his 
vote. 
The voter will then fold: his 


ballot so that the officer cannot see 
his "vote and.deposit it/together with 
any unused portion of the.ballots, In 
the envelope bearing 
the affidavit 


blank and'securely seal the envelope. 


The. voter .will .then "subscribe to 


the.afi.davlt and have it swbrn'to by 
the' officer,.

The voter .may then either deliver 


the'.envelope-'containing, his marked 
ballots in .person to the officer who 
issued the ballots or he may mail.-it 
.to that officer, in which case it.must 
be .sent ;by' registered mail/ postage 
prepaid;

turned in-person or mailed-to'the offi- 
cer -in the. manner above, not .later 
than three, days prior to the.election.

BONDING COUNTIES TO 


SOLVE ROAD PROBLEM 


There 
is much discussion these 


days as to a possible solution of the 
good roads problem in the state of 
Wisconsin. 
Everybody who travels 


over our roads admits that we need 
better ones than we have at the pres- 
ent time, but how to get them so that 
the present generation may make 
some use of them is the problem that 
is confronting the 
community 
at 


large. 
We are spending plenty of money 


at the present time for the building 
of roads, more in fact, than ever be- 
fore, but anybody who has put any 
thought on the matter realizes that 
at the present rate of building the 
roads that are being built at the pres- 
ent time will be worn out and for- 
gotten long before the last of them 
are started. A few years hence, un- 
der the present system, there will be 
patches of road all. over the county 
in every conceivable state of repair; 
some in fine shape, some a few years 
old and not so good, and other little 
stretches that were good once but 
have fallen into disrepair that is 
really worse than if they had never 
been built. 
-- 
. • 
There are a number thruout the 


state who are favoring the bonding 
of the county for the building of 
roads, so that when they are put in 
the whole county wi'll be fixed out at 
one time, or within a few years, and 
the selling of the bonds will allow 
the people to pay for the improve- 
ment a Little at a time. / 


Of course, the present system has 


done a great deal to improve the con- 
dition of the roads in the county, 
and no doubt it will continue to do 
so, but it is not filling the bill as. de- 
manded by the general public. 
The 


demand now is for a road that can 
be used at any time of the year, and 
not one that can be whipped into 
shape, about the first of June, pro- 
vided the weather is favorable, and 
which wjl'l go out of use again the 
first of November or earlier, in. ac- 
cordance witli the weather 
condi- 


tions. 
If the saving to be gained by the 


use of good roads is anything like 
what the statisticans tell us it is, the 
bonding of a county for this purpose 
would prove a saying rather than an 
expense, and in the end the commun- 
ity would be many dollars to the 
good.

There is.,no reason why every voler 


in Ihe country cannot cast his vote at 
the coming election. 
In past years 


voters who were called away from 
home on business matters were un- 
able to vote, but this year provisions 
have been made, which are easy to 
comply with, whereby every man who 
has a vote can cast it for his favorite 
candidates, even if he-is thousands 
of miles from his home. 


The following information has been 


taken from the election laws for the 
benefit of our readers, and we re- 
quest everyone who may be out of 
town on election day to read the in- 
formation closely. 


How to Vote by Mail. 


There is upon the statute books of 


Wisconsin a law relating to elections 
which is of prime importance to the 
railroad man, the traveling man and 
all others whose vocations may,make 
it necessary to be absent from their 
elee.tiou pjjficmct upon election days. 
This" law is known as the "Absent 
Voting" law, and provides a means 
whereby the man who is absent from 
his home precinct on election day 
may cast his ballot by mail and have 
it counted the same as though he 
went to the polls on election day. 


This pamphlet is published for the 


purpose of explaining the workings 
of this law, and to state it in its sim- 
plest form. 


AVho May Vote by Mini. 


Any qualified elector in Wisconsin 


who has been duly registered whose 
business compels him to^.be absent 
from his home precinct on election 
day or who. expects to be absent 
on election day may vote by mail. 


How It Is Done. 


Any voter expecting' to be ab- 


sent from his home county on elec- 
tion day may make application to 
vote by mail an}' time within fifteen 
days prior to election and not less 
than three days prior to election. 
(At.the general election of 1916, that 
wourd be any time between Monday, 
October 23rd, and Saturday, Novem-j 
ber 4th). 
Application to vote "by mail must 


be made in person any time be- 
tween these dates to the county clerk 
of the county or the clerk of the city, 
village or town as the case mgy be. 


The official to whom application is 


nlade will furnish the voter with a 
biank form which he must fill out 
and return to the official not more 
than ten days prior nor less than 
three days .prior lo the election. 


The official to whom application is 


made will then hand or mail to the 
voter the official election ballots, to- 
gether with an official envelope upon 
the back of which is a printed affi- 
davit form. 
The voter will then appear before 


an officer authorized by law to ad- 
minister oaths (if the voter in person 
makes application of the county, city, 
village or town clerk that official is 
usually an officer authorized to ad- 
minister oaths, otherwise the voter 
may appear before any judge, justice 
of the peace or notary public). 
• The voter will, when he appears in 
the presence of any of the above offi- 
cials to - make affidavit, .first exhibit 
the official ballots he has received 
unmarked; he will then in the pres- 
ence of the official mark the ballot as 
he desires to vote them, but in such, 
manner that the officer cannot see his 
vote. 
The voter will then fold bis 


ba'ilot so that the officer cannot see 
his Vote and deposit it, together with 
any unused portion of the ballots, in 
the envelope bearing the affidavit 
blank and securely seal the envelope. 


The voter will then subscribe to 


the ,afcdavit and have it sworn'to by 
the officer. 
The voter may then either deliver 


the envelope'containing his marked 
ballots in person to the officer who 
Issued the ballots or he may mail it 
to that officer, in which case it must 
be sent by registered mall, postage 
prepaid. 
The marked ballots •• must be re- 


turned in person or m^i'led to the offi- 
cer in the manner above, not later 
than three days prior to the election. 
In .the case of the November, 1916, 
election not later than Saturday, 
November 4th,

The 
officers and men of the West Point took 
to their small boats after summoning 
assistance from shore. 


The distress signals of the West 


Point were picked up by the govern- 
ment radio station at Newport, E. I., 
and immediately Hear Admiral Albert 
Gleaves, commander of the destroyer 
flotilla of the American Atlantic fleet, 
ordered virtually all of his ships to the 
rescue. 


The West Point gave her position as 


50 miles southeast of Nantucket, but 
the navy officials questioned the ac- 
curacy of tliis, and said that later re- 
ports indicated that the vessel was not 
more than ten miles off shore. 
The 


weather was thick and it was expected 
that the crew would not be brought in 
to Newport before midnight. 


The booming of the submarine's 


guns, apparently fire'd in warning, wa 
distinctly heard at Nantucket. 'But 
where the submersible was at the mo- 
ment these reports were heard was 
pure speculation. It was plain, how- 
ever, that she had placed herself in 
the lane of passenger and freight traf- 
fic and terrorized shipping along the 
coast. 


In a flash after the first distress sig- 


nals of the West Point were sen 
broadcast, wireless messages were sen 
up and down the coast and far out to 
sea warning everything afloat that a 
German ship was operating in the 
steamer lane.

Madison—No student may vote in 


Miuligon who 
COIIICH hero solely for 


educational purposes, who la depend- 
ent upon his family for support and 
who has not the intention of perma- 
nently residing in this city. 


By a decision, written by Justice F. 


C. Kschweiler and handed down by the 
supreme court the great majority of 
University of Wisconsin aludentu will 
be disfranchised. 
Under it, only those 


may vote who can show that they are 
not dependent upon, their families, not 
the residents of any other city and 
who propose to make Madison their 
home. 
. 


This was the decision in the Rase of 


Fred Seibold of Camp Douglas. It i« a 
reversal of Judge E. Ray Stevens of 
this city. 
The court sustained the decisions of 


Judge Stevens in the cases of John 
Gross and Albert Asbahr, in which it 
was clearly shown thai they were self- 
supporting and "emancipated" 
from 


their families. Both may vote. 


In the case of Randolph Wadsworth 


of Kentucky, Judge Stevens was also 
upheld, the supremo court declaring 
that WadHworlh came to Madison for 
educational purposes only and is not 
entitled I.o vote. 


All cases wore actions against elec- 


tion officials who retused to allow stu- 
dents to vote.

the state for nothing.

ical properties were valued at cost, 
but the right to dam 
the stream, 


which tho state gave them free was 
valued by the commission at ?1,200,- 
000.

time must pay a reasonable profit 
to the owners of the dam site. This

The joint authors, F. M. White and 


Clyde 
GrillUh, have 
surveyed 
the 


dairy barn problem from every point 
of view. 
Their initial suggestion is 


for reducing the lumber bill by the 
use of a plank framing instead of tho 
usual 2x4s. 
AH end brace is shown 


designed to forestall any end racking 
of the baru as we'll as to prevent the 
end from springing; a precaution in- 
dispensable to this type of building. 


Barn building, it appears, is rapid- 


ly becoming standardized, and 
the 


five designs illustrated at the end of 
this bulletin, plans tor any one of 
which may bo had on application, at 
a cost of 20 cents for postage and 
blue prints, cover the entire Held of 
probable requirements. 
They com- 


prise throe general purpose barns, 
with call'pens and stalls for horses; 
one large dairy barn exclusively for 
cattle; and a pioneer barn clesignea 
for settlers on new land, capable ot 
being built on to so as to double its 
capacity. 


All those barns aro rectangular In 


shape, and sound reasons are given 
for preferring this construction to a 
round barn built about a central silo. 
Thirty-six feet has been adopted as 
the most desirable or standard width. 
Cambrel root's are given the prefer- 
ence over gable roofs because of their 
greater storage capacity for hay. It 
is advised to run the barn north and 
south in order to get the largest pos- 
sible amount of sunlight, and 
for 


tho same reason to set the windows 
lengthwise rather than horizontally. 
This matter of sun'light is of prime 
improtance, since sanitary conditions 
can be obtained only in a well lighted 
stable, 
The amount of lighting sur- 


face is given as four square feet of 
window glass per cow.

recommended, and diagrams make 
its construction clear. 
It is desir- 


able to provide drainage, and to pipe 
water into the barn where possible. 
All these facilities are structural, and 
must be planned for while bui'lding, 
as later they cou'kl never be installed.

way grade crossing. 


Crossing gates, automatic warning 


bolls, electric headlights and engine 
Mgnals, if not heeded by those for 
who.--e protection they are intended, 
are unavailing. 


I will be glad to receive and con- 


sider suggestions intended to reduce 
automobile accidents at grade cross- 
ings, for the railroad is anxious to do 
its full part. However, if every per- 
son who owns, drives or rides in an 
automobile will STOP, LOOK anu 
LISTEN' at grade crossings, the dan- 
ger will be entirely eliminated.

What Cify Mayors Can Do. 


We urge upon each mayor to also 


issue a proclamation, recommending 
to the citizens generally, a thorough 
cleaning up of all combustible mater- 
ials and rubbish 
>n yards, alleys, 


area-ways, cellars and cellar entries, 
store rooms, attics, sheds and barns; 
and further inspect every stove and 
stovepipe, every furnace, smoke-flue 
and chimney to see that these are 
sound, clean and safely installed. 


Intelligent effort along these two 


lines will remove many causes of fire 
and contribute to saving both the 
property and lives of his fellow-citi- 
zens. 


AYhat Fire Departments Can Do. 
Fire chiefs know the meaning of 


the deplorable fire waste and that in 
every fire there Is the possibility of 
a conflagration and of death to fire- 
men and others. 


It is hoped that the chief will dele- 


gate a sufficient number of firemen 
to make the rounds of the city to 
make sure that all combustible rub- 
bish and waste is cleaned up and re- 
moved. 


In the regular October quarterly 


inspection we trust the Inspectors 
will pay particular attention to the 
condition and installation of stoves, 
heating plants and chimneys, and to 
make sure that all defects discovered 
are promptly remedied. 


Unclean 
conditions and 
unsafe 


heating plants and chimneys are re- 
sponsible for a large part of our fire 
waste and the loss of numerous lives 
annually. 


The local health officer also is in- 


terested in clean conditions as a pre- 
vention of infantile paralysis and 
other contagious diseases, and he 
will, no doubt, be willing to accom- 
pany one of the fire department's 
inspectors on his rounds. 


We are confident, that a proper 


observance of this day in schools and 
communities will bring good returns 
in property and lives saved from the 
devouring fire fiend. A large num- 
ber Tof other states are also observ- 
ing Octobef 9th as "Fire Prevention 
Day," and have demonstrated in 
former years its effectiveness for that 
purpose.

voles, McOovcrn 30,000, Philipp 71,- 
ooo, and Williams, democratic, 45,- 
000. 
That is, the opposition with re- 


spect to Philipp (and in this case 
tlicy are more truly the opposition 
than they were in 1914 
mustered 


11-1,000 votes to Philipp's 71,000. 
In other words, Philipp got 38 per 
c e n t of all the vote and 02 per cent 
as big a vote as did the opposition. 
The opposition received 1.6 times as 
many votes as did Philipp. 


The opposition to Gov. Philipp in 


Hie 1916 primary was truly progres- 
sive, in the republican as well as in 
Hie democratic ranks. What is more, 
the democrats had only one candi- 
date for the governatorial nomina- 
lion, and naturally did not pole as 
big a vote as they would had there 
been opposition to biing out the par- 
ty strength. Had the party strength 
been shown as it was in 1914, when 
there were two democratic candi- 
dates for the nomination of govern- 
or, this would have added to the op- 
position to Gov.

posed the deliberate opinion of Ad- 
miral Dewey. He reviews the state 
of the United States Navy and Demo- 
cratic Navy Bill in a lengthy inter- 
view, an extract from which is given 
below. Against the word of the hero 
of Manila Bay, that of all the poli- 
ticians in the world would not pre- 
vail with the American people. 


Admiral Dewey says: 
"The attacks that have been made 


upon the navy are as false as many 
of them are shameful. It is not a 
junk heap. There is no demoraliza- 
tion. 
Both in material and in per- 


sonnel we are more efficient today 
than ever before. 
Our ships are as 


good as any and our men. enlisted are 
the finest in the world. 


"It is true we have not enough 


ships or enough men. 
But navies 


are not built in a day. Congress, aft- 
erall, expresses public sentiment In 
a large degree, and Ihe reason we 
dropped was because 
Ihe 
people 


wanted the drop. The recommenda- 
tions of the general board went un- 
heeded because they were not backed 
by public opinion. Until 1914 peo- 
ple were thinking in terms of world 
peace. It is different today, and it is 
today that should concern us." 


Admiral Dewey picked up a copy 


of the Democratic Navy Bill, spread 
it before him, hesitated as to meas- 
ure his words, and said: 


"This is the best bill ever passed 


by any Congress. 
It takes the five 


year program of the general board 
and changes it into a three year pro- 
gram. It will restore us to second 
place and enable the United States 
to meet on equal terms any power 
in the world, save one."

u sum of money from the postal ap- 
propriations for 1915, representing 
the difference between the money 
they actually received and the money 
authorized to' be paid to them by a 
joint resolution of congress adopted 
on March 4, 1915. 
The resolution 


: eferred to raised the salaries of rurn 


1 free delivery and made legal a 


series of paymients ranging from 
$1,200 a year for twenty-four mile 
routes, operated six . days a week, 
down to $480 for four mile routes. 
All the rural carriers in the postal 
service on March 4, 1915, has been 
provided for by the postoffice appro- 
priation act which had passed prev- 
ious to that date. The postoffice de- 
partment also had established 
a 


method of 
payment wherein 
the 


weight and number of pieces were 
factors. 
Congress, however, decided 


that the length of the routes should 
be the only factor. 
Congress also 


passed legislation recently directing 
that postal carriers should receive 
the benefit of the resolution of March 
4, 1915, that is, they should get the 
money coming to them.

mad."

heavy has been the demand on them 
for armadillo baskets, 
that 
their 


stocks have become practically ex- 
hausted and, despite the urgent ap- 
peal to the armadillo 
hunters 
in 


southwest Texas for more of the ani- 
mals and the higher prices they are 
offering for them, the receipts here 
are far short of the needs. 


According to Miss Hattie Rabe 


of the S. Eabe Curio Company on 
Alama Plaza, more than 10,000 ar- 
madillos have been sold in San An- 
tonio since the militia movement to 
Texas began. 
The strange baskets 


at once attracted the soldiers as ap- 
propriate souvenirs of Texas and 
Mexico and they have been sending 
them to their relatives and friends 
all over the United States.

Early" Egyptian Times, Says 


Writer In Century. 


'Then; cmiM hardly l)« a stronger 


contrast Uinn Unit between tho con- 
tenijjora.fii'oii.s arl,x of Crete and Egypt, 
for It If* a contrast In fundamental «H 
well as In superficial .qualities. Cretan 
nrt Is not monumental; It.Is an art of 
ftrnnll things—of things HO oftdn small 
Ja Idea us well as in ruuterlal scale, 
that Kom'e Is the term that beat de- 
scrlbeH thorn. Again, in Its moat char- 
acteristic phases, Cretan art IB not 
convonllonall/ocl, but Is singularly un- 
traintm'k'U1, naturaliatic. And lt« Hplrit, 
Its alms, its themes, arc riot grave and 
rollgloiiH, but secular and animated, 
writes Mrs, Schuyler Van KcnsHelaer in 
tho Century. 


"In Crote there were no great tem- 


ples, but closely built towns and wide- 
ly extended, tall palaces of Innumer- 
able rooms, passages, and courts. 
Thoro \vero no groat stone colonnades 
or sculptured walls. 
Tho Tew stone 


columns that remain, with Indications 
that there were many more of wood, 
an- poor and plain In form. , Generally 
the walls were plastered and painted, 
and often tlm paintings with human 
figures were very small In scale. In 
no material tlld the Cretans attempt 
large works of sculpture In the round, 
nor, (tosplte their naturalistic tenden- 
cies, did they practice that art of por- 
traiture wherein Egypt excelled. On 
the other hmui, we marvel at their skill 
when we look at tlielr small figures 
and reliefs, .sometimes of stone, more 
often of ivory, motal, or pottery, at 
their engraved gems, and their Inlays, 
exquisitely wrought with crystal, Ivory, 
colored paste, mid the precious metals.

Admiral Dewey says: 
"The attacks that have been made 


upon the navy arc as false as many 
of them are shameful. 
It is not a 


junk heap. There is no demoraliza- 
tion. 
Both in material and in per- 


sonnel we are more efficient today 
than ever before. 
Our ships are as 


good as any and our men enlisted are 
the finest in the world. 
"It is true we have not enough 


ships or enough men. 
But navies 


are not built in a day. Congress, aft- 
erall, expresses public sentiment in 
a large degree, and the reason we 
dropped was because the people 
wanted the drop. The recommenda- 
tions of the general board went un- 
heeded because they were not backed 
by public opinion. 
Until 1914 peo- 


ple were thinking in terms of world 
peace. It is different today, and it is 
today that should concern us." 


Admiral Dewey picked up a. copy 


of the Democratic Navy Bill, spread 
it before him, hesitated as to meas- 
ure his words, and said: 
"This is the best bill ever passed 


by any Congress. 
It takes the five 


year program of the general board 
and changes it into a three year pro- 
gram.

RURAL CARRIBKS WILL 


RECEIVE EXTRA SUM 


A controller decision of great in- 


terest to the rural free delivery route 
offices has just been made public by 
the treasurer and under its direction 
Postmaster General Burleson is au- 
thorized to pay to every rural carrier 
a sum of money from the postal ap- 
propriations for 1915, representing 
the difference between the money 
they actually received and the money 
authorized to-be paid to them by a 
joint resolution of congress adopted 
on March 4, 3015. The resolution 
i-et'erred to raised the salaries of runi 
! free delivery and made legal a 


series of payments ranging 
from 


51,200 a year for twenty-four mile 
routes, operated six. days a week, 
down to $480 for four mile routes. 
All the rural carriers in the postal 
service on March 4, 1915, has been 
provided for by the postoffice appro- 
priation act which had passed prev- 
ious to that date. The postofflce de- 
partment also had established a 
method of 
payment 
wherein 
the 


weight and number of pieces were 
factors. 
Congress, however, decided 


that the length of the routes should 
be the on'ly factor. 
Congress also 


passed legislation recently directing 
that postal carriers should receive 
the benefit of the resolution of March 
4, 1915, that is, they should get the 
money coming to them.

GASOLINE BY A NEW PROCESS 


With crude oil at 50 cents a barrel, 


it costs G.9 cents to make a gallon of 
gasoline by the Rittman process, and 
already twenty factories have been 
licensed touse such process 


It looks like here is a solution of 


the problem of the high cost of gaso- 
line says the Bakersfleld Californian. 
There is a wide margin between 6.9 
cents, the cost of the production by 
the new process, and the 18 to 23 
cents the consumer is paying today. 
An automobile is no 'longer a luxury 
of the rich. It is the vehicle of the 
farmer, the tradesman, 'of thousands 
in the most modest circumstances. 
Gasoline cost is, therefore, a vital 
factoi in the cost of living, and con- 
sumers will welcome any movement 
looking to a reduction in the cost of 
motor upkeep. 


For the first six months of 1916 


the output of gasoline in the United 
States was about 100,000,000 gallons 
a production that did not far exceed 
the consumption It will make a vast 
difference then to the public whether 
the cost of this commodity remains 
at its present figure or drops back 
to 11 or 12 cents, where it was when 
the advance began a year or so ago.

The best 
way to distinguish between the edible 
and non-edible fungi is to cook up a 
nice mess of the variety under sus- 
picion and 'send them over to your 
neighbor's for supper. 
Then when 


you get up in the morning if you see 
your neighbor, out sweeping the 
leaves off his front walk you will 
know they were mushrooms; if there 
is crepe on the front door you will 
know they were toadstools.

simple 
Some people cook them up 


and try them on themselves, but this 
is a very unsatisfactory process. If 
you happen to 
strike 
mushrooms 


eveiy time you get along very nicely 
and continue to broaden your knowl- 
edge, but as soon as you eat one mess 
of toadstools your capacity for im- 
bibing new impressions is all off. 
Some people never become thoroly 
accustomedrto the use of mushrooms 
as a diet. They would rather stick 
to the oid dist of pork and beans and 
slapjacks than to have the neighbors 
standing around the casket telling 
each other "how natural he looks."

ART 
OF 
ANCIENT 
CRETANS 


It Was Very Different From That of 


Early Egyptian Times, Says 


Writer in Century. 


"There could hardlj be a stronger 


contrast than that between Ihe con- 
temporaneous arts- of Crete and ERjpt, 
for It is a contrast in fundamental as 
well as In superficial qualities. Cretan 
art Is not monumental; it is an art of 
small things—of things so oftdn bmall 
in idea as well as in material scale, 
that genre is the term that best de- 
scribes them. Again, in its most char- 
acteristic phases, Cretan art is not 
conventionalized, but Is singularly un- 
trammeled, naturalistic. And Its spirit, 
its aims, its themes, are not grave and 
religious, but secular and animated, 
writes Mrs. Schnyler Van Rensselaerln 
tho Century. 


"In Crete there were no great tem- 


ples, hut closely built towns and wide- 
ly extended, tall palaces of innumer- 
able rooms, passages, and courts. 
There weie no great btone colonnades 
or sculptured walls. 
The few stone 


columns that remain, with indications 
that thtre were manj more of wood, 
are pooi and plain In form. Generally 
the walls were plastered and painted, 
and often the paintings with human 
figures were very .small in scale. 
In 


no material did the Cretans attempt 
large works of sculpture in the round, 
nor, despite their naturalistic tenden- 
cies, did they practice that art of por- 
traituio wherein Egjpt excelled. On 
the other hand, we marvel at their skill 
when we look at their small figures 
and reliefs, sometimes of stone, more 
often of nory, metal, or pottery, at 
their en_'ra\ed gems, and their inlays, 
exquisitely wrought with crystal, ivory, 
eoloied paste, and the precious metals. 
We know from 
Mjreuae what the 


Circsn goldsmith could do, and there is 
proof 'luit he did as well in the mother 
isl'ind at a much earlier time. In deco- 
rated pottery the Cretan did much bet- 
ter than the Egyptian, .iml almost the 
onlj things th.it ho seems to have 
caied to mate impressive bv leason of 
then si7u are his jars of pottery and 
stone."

PECAN ONLY NUT CULTIVATED 


But the Black Walnut Offers Wonder- 


ful 
Opportunities 
Almost Any- 


where in Northern States. 


The pecan is about the only indige- 


nous American nut that has been ex- 
teiish cly cultivated ; although the mem- 
bers of the Northern Nut Growers' as- 
sociation are studjmg the black wal- 
nut, the shagbark hickory, the butter- 
nut and the hu/elnut with a view to 
promoting their cultivation. The com- 
mon black walnut is an especially good 
example of a valuable tree badly neg- 
lected. 
Throughout the north and 


middle Atlantic states and well inland 
it grows with the greatest ease and 
bears heavy crops of nuts. The tree 
itself is also of tho greatest \alue and 
of fairly rapid growth for a hardwood. 
An orchard of black walnut seedlings 
would begin to bear nut,s in 10 or 12 
years, and In time would become a 
veiy \!iliiable bit of timber. 
There 


are few better trees to plant; yet they 
seldom are planted. 


The black walnut itself is finely flav- 


ored, but the shell is very thick, and 
often after the nut is cracked open It 
is still almost Impossible to extract the 
kernel. 
In this regard, however, the 


nuts fiom different trees vary greatly. 
The men who are trying to develop 
the black wulnut as an orchard tree 
seek the wild trees that bear good, 
thin-shelled fruit, nnd graft cuttings 
from them so as to propagate the valu- 
able seed. 
In this way, by a system 


of selective grafting, a thin-shelled 
black walnut may be produced In the 
course of time, just as the famous "pa- 
per shelled" pecan has been developed 
In the South.

New and Useful Metal. 


In locating bits of metal, French sur- 


geons use an electro-vibrator, but this 
sets up oscillations in ordinary surgi- 
cal instruments as well as in the frag- 
ment sought, and non-metallic instru- 
ments huve been found necessary. Ber- 
gonie and Guillaume report that iron- 
nickel alloys ns a material offel: diffi- 
culties of manufacture. A more suit- 
able metal hns been found in so-called 
"baros." which has been used for 
weights of precision, and is 90 per 
cent nickel, the remainder consisting 
of chromium, manganese, and a little 
copper. It \\orks like mild steel, is 
practically unoxidizable, and is not af- 
fected by magnetic vibrations.

or a single turbine is that it must be In one large 
compartment, and if this is broached from tho 
outside the lloxv of water fills the entire space, 
nuts all the machinery xvithin it out ot commission 
and places the ship in great! danger. 
With the 


electric drive every motor, generator and turbine 
can be isolated, thus adding to the safety of the 
\essel. The electric drive is not an .experiment. 
It has been operated on the naval cpllier Jupiter 
nnd on its trial tups the perfect success of this 
way of gearing down the power was proved be- 
yond a reasonable doubt. This system is also be- 
ing installed In the latest battleships, the New 
Mexico, Tennessee and California. 


"There are several reasons why the ciuisers 


must he so much l6nger than the tlreadnaughts— 
approximately half as long again. The most im- 
portant of thp.se is to insure the fineness of line 
forward and the long smooth run indispensable to 
speed, with .sufficient buoyancy to sustain the un- 
avoidably great weights of hull, equipment and 
engines. 
Another (reason is to provide space 


enough for the number of boilers xvhich will sup- 
ply steam to the turbines. 
The ^ Oklahoma re- 


quires 14 water tube boilers to furnish her steam; 
and on that basis the new ships will require 84, 
although it probablv* -xxill not xxork out ih just 
that way. These boilers will contain many miles 
of tubing. 


"A special problem for the engineer after the 


design of her hull has been fixed, is lo determine 
the size of each of the propellers, their position 
and the pitch of the blades. 
A factor In solving 


this is the number of revolutions which the en- 
ginesxxvill give and the number which will give 
the best results. Although we have built no ships 
of this size and design and have no relative (latn 
to guide us, the solution presents no great difn- 
fultv, as Captain Dyson is n recognized expert 
in this line and will take care of this situation. 


"The bureau of steam engineering will have to 


lay miles of xviring for electric lights and signals 
in a very limited space, at least as many as a 
town of 15,000 inhabitants would need. For this 
purpose we will supply separate generators; but 
by way of precaution provision Txill be made for 
coupling the lighting system with the generators 
xvhich drive the propellers.

"So, because battle cruiserb have their oxvn Im- 


portant functions, both in and out of the lleet, 
the United States navy must have them, and the 
more of them and the sooner the better; for the 
navy is the one means of defense against a mili- 
tary nation."

Uretrm 
art Is not monumental; it is an art of 
small tilings—of things so oft^n small 
In lili-n as well us In material scale, 
Unit Retire is the term that best de- 
scribes them. Again, in Its most char- 
aclvristic phases, Cretan art is not 
conventionalized, but 1s singularly un- 
trammcli'd, naturalistic. And Its spirit, 
Us aims, its themes, are not grave and 
religious, but secular and animated, 
writes Mrs, Schuyler Van Kunsselaer in 
the- Century. 


"In Crete there were no great tem- 


ples, but closely built towns and wide- 
ly extended, tull palnces of Innumer- 
able 
rooms, passages,

courts. 


There were no great stone colonnades 
or sculptured walls.

PECAN ONLY NUT CULTIVATED 


But the Black Walnut Offers Wonder- 


ful 
Opportunities 
Almost Any- 


where in Northern States. 


The pecan is about tin; only indige- 


nous American nut that has been ex- 
tensively cultivated ; although the mem- 
bers oC'the Northern Nut Growers' as- 
sociation are studying the black wal- 
nut, the slmgbiirk hickory, the butter- 
nut and tho ha/.elnut with u view to 
promoting their cultivation. The com- 


j mon black walnut, is an especially good 
! example of a valuable tree badly neg- 


lected. 
Throughout 
the 
north 
and 


middle Atlantic states and well inland 
it grows with the greatest ease and 
bears heavy (.'nips of nuts. The tree 
itself is also of the greatest value and 
of fairly rapid growth for a hardwood. 
An orchard of black walnut seedlings 
would begin to bear nuts in 10 or 12 
vears, and in time would . become n 
very valuable bit of timber. 
There 


are"few better trees to plant; yet they 
seldom are planted. 


The black walnut itself is finely flav- 


ored, but the shell is very thick, and 
often lifter the nut is cracked open It 
is still almost Impossible to extract the 
kernel. 
In this regard, however, the 


nuts from different trees vary greatly. 
The men who are trying to develop 
the black walnut as an orchard tree 
seek the wild trees that bear good, 
thin-shelled fruit, nnd graft cuttings 
from them so us to propagate the valu- 
able seed. 
In this way, by a system 


of selective grafting, 
a thinrshelled 


black walnut may be produced in the 
course of time, just as the famous "pa- 
per shelled" pecan has been developed 
In the South.

Griffin, chief of the bureau of steam engineering, 
according to a writer In the 
New York Sun. 


These engines, which will be of the electric-drive 
type, are expected to push the 000-foot ships 
through rough seas nt a speed -approaching 35 
knots; that is, about four' knots better than the- 
Ifitost United States destroyers and at the rate 
of a passenger 
train 
running on a 
carefully 


graded road. 


When Admiral Griffin tells the story one gains 


from his manner the impression that about all 
he had to do was to speak to. Captain Dyson 
about 
it nnd the design of these 50,000,000 en- 


frlaes sprang into existence, but those who know 
the admiral have their own opinion about that; 
and it differs somewhat radically from the im- 
pression. 
"Yes." said tho chief, "at first it was rather 


fippnliing when we realized the magnitude of those 
engines. 
The largest in any of our battleships 


give 2.".000 horse power; those of the Ltisltania 
were 70,000 ; and it is said that those which drive 
the English Tiger at about 30 knots are from SO,- 
000 to 120,000. 
So one can see that we had to 


make a leap, and at first it seemed like a leap in 
the dark, to provide approximately 200.000 horse 
power. But somehow, when we got Hie conditions 
right before us, everything seemed 
to unfold 


itself and fnll Into the right -place and there really 
was little difficulty. 


"We saw at the outset that it was impossible 


to control and apply the power without adopting 
oil 
fuel 
and the electric drive. 
In the great 


mercantile ships 
like the Aquitania and 
the 


Vaterlaud we had examples 
of 
the 
000-foot 


boats with a speed of 2f> or 20 knots, but it is 
the last few knots which are so difficult to get. 
Very roughly speaking, the new cruisers steam- 
ing at 15 knots will consume the equivalent of 
150 tons of coal a day, and to attain somewhere 
between 34 and 35 knots will burn up the same 
quantity in one hour; tn put It another way. the 
coal required to drive one of these cruisers at 
full speed for a day will 'drive a battleship across 
the Atlantic and back. 
1C full speed can be main- 


tained steadily for three days and seven hours 
it will take one from New York to Liverpool ; hut 
as that would require 12.000 tons of coal it is 
certain that such a run will never be attempted 
on coal fuel. 
"No one can tell what the chemist-engineer of 


the'future will do: but until something is found 
battle cruisers will have to depend upon oil to 
convert water into steam; Jind without that sub- 
stitute ithey cannot be driven many consecutive 
hours fit full speed. 
It would not be. possible to 


transmit so much power on one shaft or one-. 
screw 
Therefore it Is distributed .to four shafts, 


each receiving about 50,000 horse power, or dou- 
ble the total power in a superdreadnaught and 
greater thnn that of any but the largest of the-.- 
modern merchantmen. . 


"If only a low or moderate rate of speed were 


required

be«ThePeicetric' drive Is not difficult to compre- 
hend if one will think of the familiar trolley, sub- 
way or railway car driven .by electricity. 
The 


power is created by the operation of steam-dnyen 
generators or dynamos. 
They -produce, the elec- 


tric current, which is carried by wire to the many 
small motors in the cars scattered along the sys- 
tem 
The motortnan or engineer turns on the 


power and the motor is driven ahead ; he moves 
his lever and the power is shut off; he shores It 
farther over and -.reverses his motor. For 'many 
small motors' say several large ones and you nave 
the plan of the ship's electric drive. The turbines 
operate the generators of the current for the mo- 
tors, nnd the motors turn each of the four pro- 
peller shafts of -the ship.

"One of the 'disadvantages of a single engine 


or a single turbine is that It must be in one large 
compartment, and if this is broached from the 
outside the How of water fills the entire space, 
nuts all tho machinery within it out of commission 
and places the ship in great) danger. 
With the 


electric drive every motor, generator and turbine 
can be isolated, thus adding to the safety of the 
vessel. 
The electric drive is not an .experiment. 


It has been operated on the naval collier Jupiter 
nnd on its trial trips the perfect success of this 
way of gearing down the power was proved be- 
yond a reasonable doubt. This system is also be- 
ing installed in the latest battleships, the New 
Mexico, Tennessee and California. 


"There are several reasons why the cruisers 


must be so much longer thnn the dreadnaugbts— 
approximately half as long again. The most im- 
portant of these is to insure the fineness of line 
forward and the long smooth run indispensable to 
speed with sufficient buoyancy to sustain the un- 
avoidably great weights of hull, equipment nnd 
engines. 
Another (reason 
Is to provide space 


enough for the nuniber of boilers which will sup- 
ply steam to the Jurbines. 
The Oklahoma re- 


quires 14 water txible boilers to furnish her steam; 
and on that basis the new ships will require 84, 
although it probabl/ will not work out fa just 
that way. These boilers will contain many miles 
of tubing. 
"A special problem for the engineer after the 


design of her hull has been fixed, is to determine 
the size of .each of the propellers, their position 
and the pitch of the blades. A factor in solving 
this Is the number of revolutions which the en- 
ginesx will give and the number which will give 
the'best results. Although we have built no ships 
of Ibis size nnd design and have no relative data 


. to guide us, the solution presents no great diffi- 


culty, as Captain Dyson is a recognized expert 
in tills line and will take care of this situation. 


"The bureau of steam engineering will have to 


lay miles of wiring for electric lights and signals 
in'a very limited space, at least as many as a 
town of 1S.OOO inhabitants would need.

If it were not 
lor the English cruisers, which would souk and 
cut them down one by one, the German battle 
cruisers, in spite, of all the battleships of the Eng- 
lish navy would go to sea and moke all kinds of 
trouble for the ships bearing to the allies muni- 
tions, food supplies and money paid for the manu- 
factured articles which the allies in their ships 
are sending to tlie markets of the world because 
they have sea control. 


"The battle off Jutland most certainly has not 


established anything not already known against 
The cruiser. No one ever had the slightest reason 
to suppose that one could engage a battleship at 
any range on equal terms. The' naval engineers 
put ail the expensive and powerful machinery in 
them; the designers of the hull gave them the 
fine lines to keep them at a long range from the 
backbone of the fleet; and when that speed was 
used to take them close to the battleships the In- 
evitable happened. 


"As a scouting force to locate the enemy these 


swift powerful ships break through a screen and 
accomplish what they were intended to do; and 
there is no doubt that as the swift wing of a fleet 
they will be invaluable in pursuit of an enemy 
and in certain other fleet maneuvers. 
That they 


cannot be successfully opposed to battleships no 
more proves that they are unfit for their strategic 
functions than the inability of English battleships 
to overtake the German cruiser fleet proves that 
they are unable to give and receive blows. _. 


• "So, because battle cruisers have Uieir own Im- 


portant functions, both in and out of the lleet, 
the United States navy must have them, and the 
more of them and the sooner the better; for the 
navy is the one means of defense against a mili- 
tary nation."
